Retail Grecers Go At the 
Aldermen Onee More. 


From the New York Sun. 

The Retail Grocers’ Association has revived 
the agitation in favor of selling fruits and 
vegetables by weight. A new ordinance has 
been prepared and will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen. It differs in some re- 


ects, though only siightiy, from the or- 
dinance that failed to pass last year’s board. 
e retail grocers, vy a committee, called at 
the Mayor's office yesterday and presented 
their arzuments in favor of the change and a 
copy of the proposed ordinance. It provides 
that no person shall sell, or offer for sale, any 
fruits or vegetabies (not to be sold by count) 
in barrels, bugs, boxes, baskets or crates, ex- 
cept by weight, and uccording to a fixed stan- 
dard. No barrelof spinach is to weigh less 
than 40 pounds; of sprouts, 50; bushel of po- 
tatoes, 60; of turnips, carrots, parsnips, or 
beets, 50; ‘bushel of sweet potatoes or onions, 
55; of toms toes, 60; bax of string or wax 
beans, 40; bag of cranberry or Lima beans, or 
n aoe 50; barrel of apples or — 136 ;

box, basket or crute in which such fraits or 
Vegetables are sold must be marked in letters 
and numergzis not legs than one inch long, 
showing the actual and correct measurement 
and weight of the produce.

The Returns in North and South Dakota Be- 
ing Canvassed. 


Fand, N. D., Oct: 7.—Goy. Mellette has had 
official copies of the constitutians of North and 
South Dakato prepared with other necessary 
documents and they have already been placed 
in the bands of President Harrison with the 
view of being examined and the fact ascer- 
tained whether or not they comply with the 
provisions of the enahling act and are not in 
conflict with the constitution of the United 
States. The canvas ot the returns upon the 
constitution must be made by Gov. 
Mollette, Secretary Richardson and 
Chief Justice Tipp, or any two 
of the Associate Justices, fifteen 
days after the election. When this duty is 
completed it has been arranged to telegraph 
the result to President Harrison and October 
23, a week later, it is ad to receive the 
President ’s proclamation. Each portion of 
the territory then becomes a State, and the 
officers elected last Tuesday may then qualify. 
The Constitution provides thatthe new Gov - 
ernor immediately u hie qualification shall 
convene the Leuisiative Assembly at a date 
— less than fifteen days nor more than fort 

— * from the date ot uon prociamation. It 

ill therefore be seen thatthe next Legisiat- 
ure cannot be called t@ meet before November 
7. Should all of the foregoing plans be car- 
ried out as arrang — it is probable, the 
meeting will pot be. November 12.

He assisted Farragut 
in all the latter’s operations between New 
Orleans and Vicksburg. In July, 1862, he was 
ordered with bis mortar flotiilato Fort Mon- 
roe, where he resigned charge of itand was 
ordered to command the Mississippi squad- 
ron. In conjunction with Sherman’s army he 
captured Arkansas Post in January, 1863. For 
his services at Vicksburg he received the 
thanks of Copgress and the commis- 
sion of Re Admiral. Soon after- 
ward he fa past the batteries at 
Vicksburg an captured the Confederate 
forte at Grand Gdit which put him in commu- 
nication with Grant who, on May 18, by means 
of the flees, put himself in the rear of Vicks- 
burg.

JUDGE WITHROW'’S DECISION. 

A nice legal point was settled dy Judge 
Withrow this morning in a decision based on 
the definition of the word ‘‘toola’’ as given in 
Webster's Dictionary, it is in the case of 
James L. Blair, assignee of the St. Louls Boot 
& Shoe Manufacturing Co., against the Secur- 
ity Insurance Co. When Mr. Blair was made 
assignee he insured the stock of the company 
in twenty-one insurance companies. A fire 
occurred shortly after and the loss was ad- 
justed by three different adjusters, one of 
whom represented Mr. Blair. The written 
portion of each of the policies concerning the 
point in issue, was identical, viz.: On ma- 
chinery, machines, tools, implements and all 
apparatus necessary or convenient for use 
in their business as manufacturers and deal- 
ers in boots, shoes and elippers.’’ The policies 
issued by nineteen of these companies con- 
tained the following printed clause: ‘‘Thia 


insurance does notapply to or cover goods 
held for ape and repairs, nor medale, en- 

ele and patterns unless dop- 
arately and specifiically mentioned. The 
policy ofthe Securitycompany did not exempt 
patterns from its risk and the entire 
ioss on patterns was apportioned to it 
and another company which had issued a 
similar policy. The proof of loss was for- 
warded to the defendant about December 1. 
1888 ,an@ the day after the defendant refused to 
uccept same and votified Mr. Biair. Passing 
on the question Judge Withrow says: 

Ivo questions are presented for deter- 
mination: First. Are the words ‘tools, imple- 
ments,’ ete., in rae written clause 
1 separate and pecific mention 
of patterns. Second, is bbe a: — 2 naga of 
the loss made by the adjuster who was agent of 
the defendent for that purpose conclusive 
upon the company under the facts in this case? 
The rules qoverstng the co’ *truction of a 
contract of insurance and othe. ontracts are 
the same. All its clauses must de construed 
8 and effect eto to each, if it reason- 

bly can be done. pe printed exception is 
repugnant to written part of 
the policy, it a be rejected, as 
contravening the manifest object hed 
In view by the parties. The meaning of the 
word ‘tool’ In its ordinary acceptation is an in- 
strument, suchas a hammer, saw or plane, 
used in the mechanical arts to facilitate me- 
chanical operations, while a pattern is some- 
thing to be copied or imitated. [See Web- 
ster’s Dictionary. The word tool, therefore, 
does not in my opinion constitute a separate 
and specific mention of ‘pattern’, within the 
meaning of the polieles in question. 

It ia said that when one, by his words or 
conduct, wilfully catises another to believe 
the existence of a certain state of things, 
and induces him to acton that Delief so as to 
alter His own previous position, the former is 
concluded from averring against the latter a 
different state of things as existing at the 
same time. Butin the mere ascertainment of 
the amount of less which the assured has 
sustained, we can find no such element 
of estoppel. He is caused to bdellove nothing 
as to aby existing fact, uniess it be that the 
company intends to pay him. Mere inten- 
tions, however, may be altered and no man 
das a right to act upon a presumption of their 
permanence. The defendant is not estopped 
by the adjustment from urging the first de- 
fense relied upon. Judgment will be entered 
for the plaintiff for $718.64 with interest at six 
per cent per annum from November, 1888.

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CAN ADIANS PROTEST. 


THE PROPOSED REMOVAL OF RESTRIC- 
TIONS AGAINST CHINESE (MMIGRATION. 


Europe and the International American 
Congress—The Relative Strength of All 
Parties in the New kreuch Chamber of 
Deputies—Probable Amuesrty te the Cre- 
tan Insurgents—Fereign News. 


LONDON, Oct, 7.—Remonstrances are being 
received from eminent men in the Dominion 
protesting against the removal of the restric- 
tions now in force against Chinese immigra- 
tion into Canada. The matter has aggravated 
the provincial wrath, already sufficiently 
aroused by the sealing squabbie, to the high- 
est pitch, and influential members of Parlia- 
ment are already being appealed to to oppose 
the removal ofthe barrier against Chinese in- 
vasion at the next session of Par- 
liament. On the other hand mer- 
chants at the open Chinese ports 


have informed the Government that unless 
the Chinese are treated as human beings by 
England the latter can have no grounds for 
complaint if discriminations are made against 
her subjects that will have a crusbing effect 
upon the trade of Engiana with the Celestial 
E.npire. The English colonists at Hong Kong 
and otber ports are wealthy and inficential 
and will spare no trouble and expense to put 
the question before Parliament in the most 
favorable light. "The English at home, not 
being brought into contact with the Chinese 
in any appreciable numbers, are not aware 
how objectionable they are in many respects 
as neighbors. One gentieman holding a place 
in the councils of the nation even ventured 
the remark to a prominent Canadian that the 
Chinese ought not to prove so dangerous an 
clement to the Dominion as the Frepnch- 
Canadians, who are descendants of England’s 
bitterest enemies. 

THE INTERNATIONAL AMERICAN CONGRESS. 

The results feared by England and Germany 
from the Congress of American Republics are 
rapidly losing their terrors for the commercial! 
classes, Who are those most interested. They 
are beginning to find they have a yalu- 
able ally in Spain, and the movement 
to form an Hispano- American Union 
based upon rere so far as can 
be seen, beyond asimilarity in language, is 
undoubtedly due to their instigation. It must 
be confessed that it is by no means badly 
planned. The representatives of the Centra! 
and South American States, who took part in 
the informal meeting in Barcelona, are, of 
course, eulogized by the Spanish press for 
their patriotic course. La A poca of Madrid, in 
discussing the situation, says that 
Chili cannot have forgotten the meddie- 
some policy of Mr. Blaine during her war 
with Peru; that Bolivia must follow the lead 
of Chill; that Columbia owes an eternal 
grudge to the United States for ruining the 
Panama Canal; that Honduras owes too much 
to England to wish to alienate the latter, and 
that it is Impossible that the States can form * 
customs union that will be satisfactory to all.

‘Their éxplana- 
tion is that they wanted to workon the oase, 
and they did not think it advisable to say any- 
thing about it. This is in line with the 
policy of suppression which years ago

SUFFERING FROM INSOMNIA.

ravated case of insomnia, and several years 
kee his physicians compelled him to 
give up business. He spent two years in 
Europe, but never entirely recovered from 
this sickness. He returned-a short. while ago 
from the Magnetic Springs, in Lebanon 
County, but his trip did not do 
him much good. His nervousriess and 
insomopia still n hie sleeping and he 
carried with h three prescriptions, chioral 
bydrade, hasheesh and sulfonal, any one of 
which may be used to quiet the nerves and 
induce sleep. Sulfonal is a new drug, 
a white powder which is secured from a dis- 
tillation of coal tar and es effects are known 
only to a limited extent, for the physicians 
have not had time d

WASTED BY WHALEY. 


Vast’ Sums of Money Obtained From His 
Wife and Her Relatives. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, Oct. 7.—The sum total of the 
money alleged to have been obtained by 
Wm. Whaley from his wife and her relatives, 
the family of the late Commodore Nathaniel 
L. McCready, by his alleged improper conduct, 
is get down at $101,000. His wife’s family as- 
sert that in January. 1888. he obtained $11,362.08 
by the assignment of Jacob Steinhardt of a 
mortgage held by his father-in-law’s estate 


against against Alfred Kehoe and wife. The 
balance due on the mortgage, 
which was originaliy for $17,128.90, it 
was sald, was atsigned by Whaley to N. L. 
McCready, Jr., atthe time the statement was 
drawn up and signed in Clarence A. Steward's 
office. Whaley came into possession of this 
mortgage by reason of being attorney for the 
collection of the money for the estate. He is 
also charged with baving obtained $60,000 by 
mortgaging some property owned by his wife 
at the corner of Ninth avenue and Fifty-third 
street, and $60,000 on a mortgage on their 
home at No. 20 Washington square, West, the 
last mortgage being filed in the Register’s 
office, March 7, 1889. Whaley is also charged, 
despite denials, with having squandered a 
large sum of money held by his wife in trust 
for one oftheheirs of her father and with 
gambling away the money given him to pay 
grocers and other bills at Arvene- 1 * -the-Sea, 
and in his city. Whaley’s friends insist that 
whatever he did was done with his wife's 
sanction and that if she was conscious she 
would acquit him ot all blame. It is not de- 
nied, nowever, that he lost considerable sums 
of money through gambling.

DEAR S1tr—I have received your favor re- 
garding the proposed National Silver Conven- 
tion. T need not suy bow glad I shall be to aid 
what little I can toward the success ofithe con- 
vention. I would suggest thatthe discussion 
of the subject ought to be divided into several 
branches, and assigned to different speakers, 
who are willing to prepare andspeak upon 2 
subordinate subjects. There will — 2 
plenty of speakers aud speeches generally in 
favor of silver coinage, some by gentiemen 
who are in favor of it because they are in favor 
of anything that will make money more 
plenty, as they cull it, even flat mone J. Such 
speeches and speakers do much goo They 
bring the active support of certain classes and 
help overcome the unscrupuiots and gealous 
crusade made against silver coinage ay. Se the 
gola bugs, Butthis convention ought in ad 
dition to such speeches to produce something 
that will command perusal and respect from 
that increasing large olass of intelligent in- 
qulrers who have been opposed to silver coln- 
age because they believed the false statements 
and assumptions and unprincipled arguments 
of the monometalists. 

THESE SHOULD BE: 

1. Will the colnage of silver drive gold out 
of the country? 

2. Will the free coinage of silver result in 
making this country a dumping 1 round tor 
the surplus silver of the world, if there is any 
surplus? 

8. Should not a portion of the national bank 
reserves and security for circulation be kept 
in silver? 

4. Should not silver certificates be issued on 
bullion at coinage value, the same as is done 
with gold? 

5. Has gold appreciated or silver depreciated 
in value? 

While these and other branches of the sub- 
ject you can suggest run into each other some- 
whatI think speeches and papers generally 
confined tothem would command tbe atten- 
tion of those willing to investigate and learn.

FIENDISH FIREBUGS. 


DIABOLICAL ATTEMPTS TO BURN UP C. E. 
FINKELSTEIN’S PREMISES 


A Tale of Persistent Persecution—No Less 
Than Eight Attempts in Two Weeks to 
Burn Him Out—His Stable, Horse and 
Wagon Destroyed in One Fire—He Sus- 
pects He Knows the Identity of His 
Enemies—A Case for the Police, 


STORY of most re- 
markable pereecu- 
tion is related by 
Mr. O. H. Finkel- 
stein, the owner of 
the premises i215 
North Sixth street, 
to extinguish 
afire in which the 
Fire Department was 
called out Saturday 
morning. The tale 
rivals anything in 
alls re the annals of crime. 

Secret, but suspect- 
ed, enemies have determined it seems to ruin 
im financially and probably also to have bis 
life. The means they have adopted of accom- 
piishing their diabolical purpose is 
inedndiarism. They have set fire to his 
premises such a number of times that he has 
been compelled to remove with his family to 
other quarters. He took this move in the hope 
that his giving up of business at 1225 North 
Sizth street would appease the anger of his 
enemies and dissipate their desire to do him 
barm. During the last two weeks eight at- 
tempts have been madeto burn him out, and 
though fortunately the fires were all discov- 
ered in time to prevent serious damage, that 
be and his family would be consumed by 
flames caused Mr. Finkelstein to abandon the 
premises. 

The lot on which he lived is improved with 
atwo-story brick dwelling house, and there 
wasastablein the rear, but this is nuwa 
mass ot rums. Mr. Finkelstein did a wood 
and coal and feed business In a modest way. 
He took possession of the premises about 
eight months ago, moving there from Seventh 
and Carr streets. 

THE FIRES. 

Soon after sétting up in business there one 
or two small fires occurred in the stable, but 
they were extinguished with but little loss. 
Later on other fires occurred in the same 


lace, all of them originating from some un- 
nown cause. During the summer the 

<r were not visited by the fire 

end, but about two weeks ago, during the 
night, the stable was azain discovered to be 
on fire. As on the former occasions, the blaze 
was extinguished with but little loss. Four or 
Ove fires then occurred in quick succession, 
but nope of them amounted to much as far as 
damage was concerned. On September 22 a 
blase ‘started in the obullding, and bo- 
fore it was extinguished the stable 
sheds, a horse, wagon, harness and feed were 
destroyed, The property was pretty weil in- 
sured and the money was paid over to Mr. 
Finkelstein by the insurance cOmpanies, but 
the companies refused to take furtber risks on 
the property. On September 27, at 9:12 p. m. 
the ruins of the stable were again discovere 
to be on fire, The blaze was extinguished by 
the Fire Department and evidences of coal oil 
having been used to render the material more 
inflammable were discovered. Eariy yesterday 
morning the Fire Department was again called 
Out to extinguish a blase in the ruins. No 
— 14 damage was incurred by the blaze, 

ut at the fte the horses of the No. 12's en- 
gine broke away from their driver, after being 
uncoupled from the engine, and ran away. 
They were found about 7a. m. at Gravois road 
and River Des Peres. Some of them were 
bruised considerably, but not seriously. 

WHAT MR. FINKELATEIN THINKS. 

Mr. Finkelstein was asked this morping for 
his opinion regarding these visitations by 
Gre, and said that there were three or four 
persons whom he suspected of having the 
premises fred, but that he was unable to pro- 
duce sitive proof of — Villlany. One 
of these réons, sald was 
a business rival sud he shought that business 
241 was the motive. Regarding the 
others he refused to speak, but he said that 
certain other persons bad even threatened his 
life, as wellas hie property. Mr. Finkelstein 
also stated that he knew that he himself was 
— ee of setting fire to the premises by the 

lice and other perions, but that there was 
— iadycement tor aim to set Are to the build- 
ing, as neither the building nor the 
contents were valuable and that 
the insurance companies would not risk 
enough on them to mace it an object for him 
to burn the premises for the sake of obtain ing 
the insurance, Besides, he said, four fires 
had occurred there when there was no insur- 
ance Whatever on the building or contents. 

Mr. Finkeietein and bis ery A have become 
alarmed for their personal safety and bave 
removed from the 8 renting a house 
on Biddle street. e keeps bis horses in a 
livery stable near by and at present is makin

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE AMERICAN 
PHILATLEIC ASSOCIATION. 


A Large Number of Delegates Assemble in 
Odd Fellows’ Ral!i—Business to Be Trans- 
acted—An Elaborate Programme of Eu- 
tertainment Arrangod—Reception by the 
President to the Visitors.
